coast steaming toward the Bosphorus. 


The official German report of to- 
day says the French left more than 
1,000 dead before the German en- 
tanglements as a result of several 
attacks made

western front. In the eastern cam- 
paign the Russian offensive continues 
without deñnite results.

Should the Russian fleet atUck the 
Bosphoriis it presumably would have 
to deal with the Turkish fleet, which 
is supposed to be in that region, and the 
most powerful member of which is the 
cruiser Sultan Selim, formerly the Ger- 
aiah cruiser Goeben. 


The Bosphorus is about 18 miles long 
and from one-half to one and one-half 
miles wide. It is defended with modem 
fgirtificatioBs, which guard the approach 
«0 Constantinople at the western end. 


German Plans Thwarted. 
. Even if. no decisidn battle develops 
from the present Russian oifensive on 
tJfcB .eastern front the allies today are 
•dvaneing the claim that the Austro- 
. dvraian plans for their spring campai^ 
te the east have" been measurably in- 
tisfered with. 


_A few weeks ago Field Marshal von 
Bindenburg was sweeping victoriously 
through Northern Poland, while in the 
south the Austrians were pressing for- 
ward both in Galicia and in the Crown- 
Jaad of 3ukowina. 
Today these roles 
appear to be reversed. Russian troops 
ar« attacking along the German lines 
from the Niemen to the Vistula and a.1- 
t h o i ^ the Germajis are clinging ten- 
adously. to their positiona before Osso- 
. Wets • and other points north of the 
yistula, their thrust toward "WTarsaw 
' ¡has been brot^ht to a standstill and 
they are being slowly forced back to 
th|(^ own frontier. 


In the meantime the allied fleets are 
•lowly battering their way up the Dar- 
dandles, without, so far as is known, 
a flnigie serious loss.

Th* siiltan of Turkey aocording to a 
report from Athena, already has fled 


from Constantinople. This, however, has 
not been confirmed, and reports from

DardanelleH and insist that the real de- 
fenses of the straits have not been af-.'

In the western arena of the war the 
Germans, judging from dispatches reach 
ing here, are fighting hard to recover 
the ground lost during the last fort- 
night. 
Near Arras they have forged 
ahead somewhat, but the allies report 
progress both in the Champagne and the 
Argonne districts.

FIGHTERS SENT DOWN 


London, March 5.—(1 
p. m.)—Two 
German submarines have been sunk in 
British waters, 
according 
to an

official announcement given out in Lon- 
lon today. 


The official news bureau today con- 
firmed 
the 
report 
that 
the 
British 
steam collier 
Thordis had 
rammed a 
German submarine and sent it to the 
bottom. 


The text of the statement is as fol- 
lows: 
"The secretary of the admiralty 
makes 
the 
following 
announcement: 
'The steamship Thordis has now been 
examined in diy dock and injuries to 
her keel and her propeller conlîrm the 
evidence of Captain Bell and the crew 
that on the 28th of February the ves- 
sel rammed and in all probability sank 
a (îerman submarine which had fired a 
torpédo at her. 


"Yesterday 
afternoon 
the 
German 
submarine U-8 was sunk in the channel 
off Dover by destroyers. The officers 
and men were taken prisoners." 


News dispatches received from Paris 


and London in the last twelve hours 
have related the sinking of two German 
submarines. 
One has been described as 
the V-S, the other has not been defin- 
itely identified. 


The French ministry of marine an- 
nounced last night that a German sub- 
marine had been sunk by French tor- 
pedo boat destroyers and the crew taken 
prisoner. 
This submersible the French 
authorities called the U-8. 


The British steam 
collier 
Thordis 
while making her way recently from 
Blyth to Plymouth, sighted a submarine. 
The undersea boat fired a torpedo at 
the trawler, but the captain of the Brit- 
ish ship succeeded in dodging the mie- 
fiic and then drove his vessel at the 
periscope showing above the surface of 
the water. 
He claims to have struck 
and sent her to the bottom. His contcn 
tion was supported by his mate and the 
members of his crew, and now it has 
been accepted as correct by the British 
naval authorities.

Two buses were put into 
operation to start the , line and seven 
passengers constituted the first load, all 
riding to the city hall." 


The fare charged is five cents each 
Way, and no deadheads are allowed. Po- 
licemen and children are charged full 
fare. Two buses are nmning and they 
make four trips over the tAventy-five- 
block route every hour. 


The president of the new jitney line 
Sliss Henderson, is pretty, plucky and 
just twenty-two years old. 
She 
has 
put into the scheme the money left her 
by her mother. Her brother, a civil en- 
gineer, is managing the line. 


They have ordered ten more buses. 


"How did I come to think of this en- 
terprise?" said Miss Henderson. "Well 
I was out in California a Avhile ago and 
I saw the jitney buses being operated 
successfully in Los Angeles and I saw 
them operated successfully 
in 
other 
places in the west. iMy brother is an 
engineer and he Avas in the west look: 
ing for an opening. 
I thought there 
was an opening right here in our own 
town.^ So I wrote him about it and he 
made some investigations that convinc- 
ed us both that the thing ought to pay 
here. So we decided to go into it." 


Although the Baltimore jitneys had 
rain and snow for a week after 
they 
started, they are doing an 
excellent 
business. Arrangements have been made 
with the eastern female high school to 
carry some of the young women to and 
from that institution to avoid the se- 
ries of transfers necessary on the street 
car lines.

probability at Havana. 


^ B number of infantry 
regiments 
will be reduced from two to one, to be 
BÌ«.tioafld in garrison at Camp Colum- 
Wa. The artillery will consist of one

be trained as infantry. 
The machine

LEBSON TEXT-I Samasl 9a7-aO;J, 
GOLDEN TEXT-Fear Goö, honor th* 
klnç.-I Petér 2:1T. 


' Because o t the acts of Samuel tba 
people petitioned for a king (ch. 8:5) 
They are told plainly what to expect 
if a king Is set in authority (ch. 8:19). 
God, however, granted their pétition 
and spQke "in the ear" of Samuel, say 
Ing, "I wUl send thee a man," telling 
him of the work which this man lo to 
undertake (ch. 9:16, 16). 
I I. "Samuel Saw Caul" vv. 17-21. Saul 
was a man to gaze at and to admire 
(ch. 9 : 2 ) . / H i s fruitless search for 
his father's asses leads him to the city 
-wherein Samuel was residing. 
There 
be Is advised to consult the "man of 
God" about his difflculty'—a good sug- 
gestion for us all. 
Thhi experience 
(ch. 9:6-14) exhibits Samuel in a new 
light. The word "seer" indicates "one 
who sees," one who sees the things 
God makes manifest in dreams (Num. 
24:4-16). While thé word is similar to 
the modem term "clairvoyant" yet the 
latter are not the successors of these 
Old Testament "seers" or "prophets." 
They are rather the successors of the 
false prophets (Jer. 17:14), and of 
those who dealt .with familiar spirits 
(I Chron. 10:13-14; Isa. 8: 19-20; 2 
Kings 21:1, 2, 6). Saul evidently did 
not know Samuel (w. 16-18). 


Samuel took Saul with him for the 
night to take his mind »ff his father's 
asses and to prepare him to receive 
the word from God. 
Christians take 
far too little time to withdraw them- 
selves and take their restless minds 
off the things of time and s e i ^ to be 
still and hear the word of God. What 
were a few asses to Saul, to him "for 
whom all that Is desirable in Israel" 
(v. 20 E. V.)? 
Christians who are 
heirs to "the heavenly kingdom ought 
not to set their affections on the poor 
possessions of earth (Col. 3:1,2; 2 Cor. 
4; 18). In response to Samuel's Infor» 
xnation, Saul disclaims any greatness ; 
indeed. Is he not from one. of the least 
of the families of one of the smallest 
of the tribes (v. 21). 
Such humility 
gave great promise for Saul's future 
usefulness. Such was the mental and 
spiritual attitude of the man whom 
God chose to be king (ch. 15:17). 
It 
was later, when pride and power had 
puffed him up, that the kingdom was 
taken away from him (ch. 15:23; 16:1; 
Luke 14:11: Heb. 13:1). 


II. "Samuel Took éaul" vv, 22-24. 
Saul was then led into the guest cham- 
ber and placed In the . chief seat. Read 
our Lord's parable found in Luke 
14:741. 
Samuel then bade the cook 
bring the thigh, which was a choice 
piece of meat especially reserved for 
those thus honored (Ezek. 24:4). Such 
a portion belonged^to the priest (Lev. 
7:32). That which did not belong up- 
on the altar Saul was to eat (v. 24). 
Samuel and Saul naay have had the 
preference and eaten before the other 
guests (v. 13), and Saul is made ac- 
quainted with the special honor con* 
Jerred upon him. Following the feast, 
they return to Samuel's home, where 
Saul is conducted to a couch upon the 
flat housetop (Acts 10:9).' Here Sam- 
uel had private converse with Saul 
(V. 25 R. v.). 
What that converse 
may have been we know not, but we 
I are reminded of one such nocturnal 
conversation which gave to the world 
God's most precious summary of his 
love (John 3:1-16). 


Samuel poured oil upon Saul's head. 
Prophets, priests, kings and cleansed 
lepers were so anointed, a type of the 
anointing by the holy spirit (I Kings 
19:15, 16; Lev. 8:12, 14:2, 16-18; Isa. 
61:1; I John 2:20 R. V.). 
This act 
was also a symbol of|entire consecra- 
tion to Ood, and pointed forward to 
the coming king (Messiah, Anointed 
One) whom Ood himsolt would anoint 
(Ps. 45:7). 


Saul was anointed to be "a prince** 
and to save God's people (ch. 9:16; 
Acts 5:31). 
His ear is always open 
to the cry of his people, flven though 
they had sinned, and their sorrow was 
because of their own disobedience, yet 
God 
regarded i their 
affliction 
(Ps. 
106:43, 44). Only God's anointed ones 
can save (Isa. 61:1-3). 


Saul's lelected task was to save 
Ifrael out of the hands of thip PbUis- 
tines (See Luk» 1:69*71). 
God's ey* 
sees th« oppression of mankind and 
his ear to always open to the cry of 
the poor and nee^y; of innoçent chil- 
dren suffering because of thé sins of 
parents; of men.defrauded of Justice. 
> But the ^«Uverlsg remedy wlU not 
be brought bi^ any earthly king. Man- 
kind .Ji today éryinff for a king (toine- 
times it Is termed "democracy") and 
will not hav^ God to rule over them.

Every morning a t dawn they crept up to 
the place from the rear and took their 
observations. 
A peasant farther back 
of the lines suggested that the owner of 
the farm had paid the Germans a round 
sum to spare In's property and thi.s ex- 
planation prevailed for some time .

and was passed with little difficulty by 
a vote of 32 to 10. 


The house mediation and conciliation 
bill was also passed by the senate, after 
having been a subject of a democratic 
caucus. In the house the IVIaston woman 
suffrage bill was given a fatal blow when 
iui attempt to call it out of committee 
failed by a vot« of 53 to 41. 
A night 
sc.=:sion was killed by the upper house. 


After the Jones bill had been amend- 
ed in a caucus of senate democrats at 
which considerable difficulty was exper- 
ienced in holding a solid democratic sup- 
port to the action of the caucus, the 
bill was brought onto 
the 
floor 
and 
passed under suspension of the rules. 
Senator Ballou, who led in tlie fight for 
a strict state-wide primary, brotight on 
the fight when he demanded that 
the 
-Iones bill be reported out of the elec-

committee. 
The

Aiiken, then moved to amend the Jones

Four Bolt Caucus. 
Senators Ballou, Reidelbach,

ame known that a bill other than Rep- 
resentative Jones' was to be made a cau- 
cus measure and later refused to follow 
Mip lead of theh- colleagues when the 
• ote was taken. 
Senators McGormick 
ITumphries, 
Culbertson 
and 
Faulkner 


• oted against the compromise measure in 
'he caucus, but lined up with the ma- 
'ority Avhen it came to a final vote. 


All the republicans voted with 
the 
"our bolting democrats, Avhile Senator 
McConalia, the progessive member, vot- 
ed in support of the bill as amended. 


The. new bill differs from the oricinal 
Tones draft in that- it provides for the 
iircct election only of oiScerg from con- 
•rressmaii on down, while the Jones bill 
nrovided for t'le direct selection of all 
•'oiñinees. 


Several democratic senators who had 
voted ap-ainst the report of the elec 
tions committee supported the bill when 
it was considered on passage. 
The A'ote 
on the adoption of the amendment of- 
fered by the elections committee was 29 
to 16, wliich was generally understood 
to reveal the extent of the strength the 
Jones bill as passed by the house had 
in tlie "senate. 


Tlie new measure will now go to the 
house for its concurrence in the amend- 
ment. 


. Opposed Report. 


Senators Ballou and Robinson spoke 
against the report of

while Senators Culbertson, McCormick,

Meeting Will Be Held in 
Washington Township 
Saturday Evening. 


Lee L. Driver, superintendent of the 
schools of Randolph county, will deliver 
an address Saturday evening at. a meet- 
ing to be held in Washington toAvnship 
in which he will tell of the many ad- 
vantages of the consolidated school over 


the old one room school. 
The taxpay- 
ers of Washington township are contem- 
plating the erection of a new school 
building to take place of the old Scar- 
lett school that was recently destroyed 
by fire. 
As a result an agitation has 
been started for the erection of a build- 
ing big enough to accommodate all the 
school children of the township under 
one roof. 


As there are more consolidated schools 
in Randolph count}' than in any other 
coiuity in the state Mr. Driver was in- 
vited to address the meetii^ Saturday 
night and has accepted. 


Opposed at First. 


When he was elected county superin- 
tendent seven years ago, Mr. Driver was 
earnestly opposed to consolidation, but 
as he studied the schools as they were 
and begun to realize what a consolidat- 
ed school might be, he began to work for 
consolidation. 
At that time there were 
139 rural schools, now there are but 
forty-one. 
This means 
that 
ninety- 
eight one-room schools have been aban- 
doned. 
More than eighty per cent, of 
all country 
children 
are in fourteen 
new, luxurious, fully equipped consoli- 
dated schools. 


Seven years ago 116 children from 
rural communities were in high schools 
and only six teachers were employed 
in the schools in which these children 
were. 
Now there are 524 children in 
high schools, and there are thirty-live 
full-time teachcrs and fifteen part-time 
teachers. 
Seven years iLgo forty-six 
per cent, of the eighth g l ^ e went to 
high school, now niiiety-foiir per cent, 
attend. 


Buildings Fully Equipped. 


Every building hag % telephone and 
is fully equipped with a modem outfit 
for manual training, cooking and sewing. 
There is a good library in every build- 
ing. Every building has a good supply 
of water, hot and cold water for lava- 
tory and cooking school ptirposes and 
bubble fountains. 
Each school has its 
own driven well. 
Some of these are 
as many as 300, feet deep, and none is 
•less than 1,30 feet. Every building has a 
piano, several of them have Victrolas. 
Each school has an oflice and a rest 
room for the teachers. Four of the build- 
ings are lighted by electricity, the oth- 
ers have gas. 
Eour of the . buildings 
have stereopticon lanterns. There is a 
parents-teachers' organization 
meeting 
monthly in nine of the schools. 
Tliese 
meetings are really community meet- 
ings. At one of these .monthly meetings 
there were 700 in attendance and 184 
carriages were counted about the build- 
ing. 
- ' 


Each of these 
consolidated 
schools, 
with oue exception, is out in the country 
and not in villages as is often the case, 
lliis makes a real country life possible 
as well aw real agriculture. . One school 
has a school manse in- which the jan- 
itor's family live and 
four 
teachers 
board with them. 
Seven of the schools 
have. orchcstfM. 
The schools^ mostly 
have two acres or more in the school 
lot. .

The Sixty-Third Congress. 


;• Twnty-Flw Years Ap ;; 


It is beyond the limits oC reasonable probability to 


'expect accord of judgment on the work of the sixty-third 
congress which has just come to a close. Tt will he de- 
'dared good and bad, patriotic and .piffling, skilled and 
bungling, precisely as have other congresses before it. 
(opinion being based, o'f course, on the particular attitude 
yon individually chance to occupy regarding- the ques- 
tions which confronted the national Jaw-makers during 
their long siege in Washington. 


Perhaps -the outstanding feature of the session 


rather the things it failed to do than the things it act- 
ually accomplished. That is due to the fact that the s 
purchase bill, rural credits, the Philippine hill and one o 
two other measures of importance wore kept in the Inne 
light by presidential insistence for favorable action npoi 
them. They failed because of the skilled light made upon 
them by administration opponents and by members of the 
president's party who could not bring thmeselves to fol- 
low his leadership in these particular instances.

And after all, isn't the president in posi- 
tion to best appraise the work of the congress just ended'1

^amuel took Saul with htm for the 


nrght'to take his mind oft his father's 
asses and to prepare him to receive 
the word from God. Christians take 
far too little'time to withdraw them- 
•elres and take their restless 'minds 
off the things of time and sense to be 
Btill and hear the word ot God. What 
were a few SMM to Saul, to him "for 
whom all that is desirable in Israel" 
(v. 20 R. V.)? 
Christians who aro 


heirs to the heavenly kingdom ought 
not to set their affections on the poor 
possessions of earth (Col. 3:1,2; 2 Cor. 
4:18). In response'to Samuel's Infor- 
mation, Saul disclaims, any greatness; 
Indeed, is he not from one of the least 
of the families of fine at the smallest 
ot the tribes (v. 21). Such humility 
gave great promise for Saul's future 
usefulness. Such was the mental and 
spiritual "attitude of the man whom 
God chose to be king (ch. 15:17). U 
was later, when prldo and power had 
puffed "him up, that the kingdom was 
taken away from Wm (ch. 15:23; 16:1; 
Luke; 14:11; Heb. 13:1). 


It.>8imuel Took 3§ul" yy. 22-24. 


Saul was .then led Vnto'the guest chan* 
ber and placed In..t.he.chief &e.at Head 
our Lord's, parable found in Luke 
14:7-11. Samuel then, bade tha cook 
bring the' thigh, which^'as, a choica 
piece of meat especially, reserved for 
those thus^honored (Ezek. 24:4); Such 
a portion belonged to"the priest' (Ler, 
T:32). That which did not belong up- 
on the altar Saul was to eat (v. 24). 
Samuel and Saul may have had tha 
preference and eaten before the other 
guests (v. 13), and Saul is made ac- 
quainted with the Bp.e.cial honor con- 
ferred upon him. Following the feast, 
they return to Samuel's home, where 
Saul Is. conducted to 'a couch upon the 
fiat housetop' (Acts 10:9). Here Sam- 
uel had private converse with Saul 
(v. 25 R. V.). What that converse 
may have been we. know not, but' we 
are reminded of one such nocturnal 
conversation -which gave to,the world 
God's most- precious summary of his 
love (John 3:1-16).' 


Samuel poured oil upon Saul's head. 


Prophets, priests, kings and cleansed 
lepers were so anointed, a type of the 
anointing by the holy spirit (T Kings
